faking of certaine ©conces, the Count Mauricelatde ſiege, 
tothe T& owne of Newpor: , purpoſing to fo2tifie bim ſcffe tn 
ſuch ſozt, as not tobe caſilyremoned: howbeit.ſuch was the 
great care anddilligence ofthe Enemie to pzeuent them,as 
-Duke, came himſelfein perſon to giue them 13ats 

nn the ſuddaine andſpeadie comming of the Enemie 
cauſedthe States Armie (not being well ſetled in the iege ) 
to remone thence, and to encounter the Encmie, who then 
marched towardes them with great furie, they being the ras 
ther incouragedthereto, by reaſon ofan cuerthzow giuen to 
Go Tani Scots (beingthe States men of warre)the 
mozning, which &cottes were vnder the Conduce 02 
of the CounrEanesSTyY Try was ſent befo»* to

pzevent the paſſage ofthe Enemie by the way. 

After this, both the Armies being ozdzcedeplacedin Bats 
faile arrap, and each of them within fight of other : they pags 
ſcd a while who ſhould beginne the fight, oz gine the firſt one 
ſet: atlength the Enemie impatient of delapcs, and incous 
raged with the fozmer victozie obtaincd againft the @cots, 
advaunced themſclaes fozwardes, diſplaide their Enſignes, 
and gaue the Charge : which wasentertained with ſuch res 
ſollution en the Sates ſide, as they were fozced to a retreat, 
and wcre purſued tillthey had gapned ſome places of aduans 
tage. Their Yozſes chardging the @tates men inflancke, 
Whole ſecondes fapling them , they were infozced to retire ; 
15ut making pzeſently a ſtande, they fozced the Enemy to a 
ſecond Retreat, which wes then (o hottely followed by the 
States men, and with ſuch great courage and reſollutign, 
that they had the aduauntage in laughtering and killing of 
the n—_ from the Þauen of Newport, tothe walles of. 
Cſtende, 

Fn this Battaile, the Engliſhmen had the Uan-quarde, 
commaunded by Sir Eraunces Vere and his Bzother. 

The Fono: of the Ulicozie that dap, was whollic afcrys 
bedtothe Engliſhanen. 

Jn this fight were ſlaine,five Engliſh Captaines,befides 
other Captaines and Þfficers that were hurt, Sir Frauncey 
Vere bhimſeclfe was hurt in the Legge and Thighcs, andm
